DESTRUCTION Ov 
GRANDLST MON 
The famous Arc de Triomplie I Etoile 
in Paris, which is reported destroyed by te 
guns of Mont Valerien, is situated npon the 
grand avenue of the Champs Elysees. The 
yindation stone was laid on August 15, 
1 S06. the anniversary of the birth of Napo 
eon I. It was not completed, however, un- 
til 1558, in which year it was inaugurat ed. 
The total cost was’ about 9.651, x5 francs, 
baal equally divided between the Empire, 
the restoration, and the reign of Lous 
Philippe. The work of building it was thus 
carricd on under three different dynasties. 
At its compiction it was dedicated to “ the 
glories of all the armics of France _ 
1792.” The height of the arch was 152 ig tt, 
its breadth 137 fect, and its depth 68 fe 
The foundations we re 168 feet long and 8 
feet wide, The arch was adorned with 
groups of statuary representing the military 
glories Of France. Under its giant arches 
corteges of all kinds and distinguished peo- 
ple without number have passed. The first 
to pass under it, while it was still merely a 
skeleton, was Marie Louise of Austria, when 
she came to Paris as wife of Napoleon, If it 
be true that it has been destroyed, as report- 
el, Paris lias lost one of its greatest and 
most celebrated adornments.
